1) I am a named inventor of the invention disclosed in currently pending U.S. Patent 
Application Serial Number 09/261,209. 

2) The invention, entitled "Dual Mode Satellite/Cellular Terminal," was conceived 
not later than October 27, 1994. 

3) An Invention Disclosure was prepared not later than October 27, 1 994. 

4) The invention was approved for patenting by Ericsson Inc. in February 1995, and 
the Invention Disclosure was forwarded to Burns, Doane, Swecker & Mathis, the patent counsel 
working with Ericsson Inc. at that time, on or about February 16, 1995, with a request to prepare 
and file a patent application.

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8) The final draft of the application was filed with the U.S.P.T.O. on July 12, 1995, 
receiving U.S. Application Serial No. 08/501,575. 

9) The present application, U.S. patent application serial no. 09/261,209, claims 
priority from the '575 application filed on July 12, 1995 under 35 U.S.C. § 120. The disclosure 
of October 27, 1994 described the invention that is the subject of the present application.
